Liberation of Paris—most glo- 


rious moment in the rebirth of 
a great nation—gives us striking 
confirmation of a momentous fact 
which has bcon emerging gradual- 
ly from the blaze,of battle—that 
Hitler has lost control of the great 
nazi machine, both civil and mili- 
tary, through which he has ruled 
France since her tragic collapse. 


It isn't merely that his 'organi- 


zation has gone to pieces in Nor- 
mandy or in Brittany, or in south- 
ern France, but that hi.s entire 
regime of occupation is in a state 
of dissolution. He no longer can 
call on the north to help the south, 
or the east to aid. the west. The 
vast civilian population which he 
enslaved is out of hand. His reign 
in Franqc is. in his own language 
kaput—smashed. 


The significance of this is, of 


course, 'that France during all 
these tragic years has been the 
main German shield against at- 
tack by the western allies. 
We 


always knew that the only way 
Hitler could be defeated wa.s by 
invasion of France.

ashore in Normandy, in the great- 
est and most dangerous adventure 
of its kind in history, there wa.s no 
anticipation that Hitler's machine 
would go to pieces as it has done.
